Pride Week 
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Lone Star Hate (76 min) 

Documentary on the gruesome 1993 gay-bashing murder 
of Nicholas West in conservative Tyler, Texas. Director 
Paul Yule turns an unflinching outsider's eye on some 
absurdly grotesque features of Bible Belt culture, noting 
the way it fosters a climate of anti-gay violence. Depicted 
with equal clarity, however, the sense of common decen¬ 
cy and respect for the law that compelled public servants 
in this profoundly conservative city to seek justice on 
behalf of the victim of a heinous hate crime. 




Hone Dreams In BBQ Country (20 min) 

This documentary charms gay and straight audiences 
alike with its funny, bittersweet portrayal of the long-time 
love between two gay ranchers. Though they struggle 
to make end's meet, they have somehow managed to 
fashion a rural life that has revolved around horses and 
each other for 14 years. 

Tampon Thieves (22 min) 

(Ladronam de Tam pones) 

Zena and Tita are due in court for stealing tampons; they 
refuse to pay for the privilege of menstruating. They live 
in an abandoned warehouse on the edge of Toronto and 
pay for college by selling phone sex. During a night out, 
they are gay and race-bashed. Tampon Thieves gently 
weaves a rich story of how women and gay men of color 
are treated in a racist, homophobic culture. 

Tomboy (5 min) 

A girl's determination to follow her own "hoop dreams" 
makes her a college basketball star and publisher of the 
first-ever women's sports page. This is an imaginative, 
autobiographical account of an African-American 
tomboy's journey to success and self-acceptance.
